alumen, et aqua," a :highly poisonous prepara- 
tion, presumably for external use on a horse. 


Now, 
i£ "Dr." Jones is a licentiate in veter- 


inary medicine, a purveyor of relief to ailing 
horses, cattle and swine, who had an established 
business under the title of "Doctor," and who 
wrote prescriptions for poisonous concoctions, 
what sort of a.position is he in since the Assist- 
ant Secretary of Commerce, acting officially as 
the Secretary, has declared that "Dr." Jones 
never was a veterinary surgeon? It would seem 
to be one which neither Jones nor the Princeton 
professor of zoology can hope to alleviate by the 
policy ..of watchful waiting.
